DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 0-29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With 
respect to independent claims 10 and 23, the instant invention is directed to a video 
signal processing system/method for producing an output signal suitable for coupling to 
a display device to produce images to be displayed to at least one viewer. The relevant 
prior art of record, such as Abecassis (6,091,886) discloses video viewing responsive 
to content and time restrictions. Collings (5,828,402) discloses a method and 
apparatus for selectively blocking audio and video signals. West et al (5,550,575) 
disclose viewer discretion TV program control system. Sullivan et al (6,662,365) 
disclose unified parental locks. However, neither Abecassis, Collings, West nor 
Sullivan and any of the cited references teach or suggest, alone or in combination the 
feature of "...supervisor control system operable by said supervisor to select a specific 
program having a rating above a set rating for blocking programs applicable to said 
viewer profile such that said select program is unblocked for the duration of the program 
while the other of said plurality of images for display are blocked according to said 
viewer profile..." as recited in combination with other features of independent claims 10 
and 23.
